AUTO DEATHS 
HIGH IN 1929 


One Killed Evert 17 Minutes 
During Bast Year, Local 
Club President Says. 


There was an average of one per­ 
son killed in an automobile acci­ 
dent every 17 minutes during 1929 
according to Elton Boyer president 
of tin* Gettysburg Motor club whirh 
is affiliated with the American Au- j 
tomoblle association 
Mr. Boyer bases his statement on 
a report received from the A A A 
safety departm ent showing that a 
total of 31.500 people were killed in 
automobile accidents last year 
The A A A club executive point­ 
ed out that this represents an in­ 
tl east* of around 12 vier cent over 
192H, when approximately 28,OOO fa­ 
talities were attributed to motor ve- , 
hide accidents. 
“This increase,'* he continued, “is 
especially significant w hen it is con­ 
sidered that motor vehicle registra­ 
tions increased only eight per cent 
in the same period. 
This means 
th at the gain in fatalities was four 
l»er cent greater than the increase 
in registrations.** 
Na m es C ause s 
Mr Boyer said that as the pop­ 
ulation increased only about one 
lier cent during the year, the gain 
in accidents can hardly br attrib ­ 
uted to this pause 
“There were approximately 
107 
deaths to every 100,000 registered in 
1929." lie concluded 
“This repre­ 
sents an upward trend since 1927. 
Theer were 157 4 deaths per 100,000 
cars registered in 1918 and there 
was a decrease of a rate of 95.5 in 
1920
